Danny K4ITL builds the best repeaters in the country. His PCRN system 


machines sound great all across the state. He built us a PCRN-quality repeater 


for far less than the price of an average, new commercial-quality machine. 
While the 64 wasn't built in record time, Danny emphasizes quality, 
experience and expertise.

Bandwidth to Spare—Move into the Fast Lane with ADSL (one ham’s story)

Those of you working at big, computer-savvy companies know what high-speed Internet access is like. Most of us using the Internet at 


home have long suffered with slow dial-up connections. My wife, Cyndi KD4ACW, a computer-savvy SAS employee, turned up her nose at 


web-surfing from our home computer, apprehensive of the slow connections and poor line quality. Well, | finally bit the bullet (and 


emptied my wallet) and opted for an at-home, high speed connection called ADSL (Asymmetrical Digital Subscriber Line). It is expensive. 


It is wonderful. It is worth it. 


High-speed home access is a Holy Grail among Internet providers. Through my own research, | have found that there are three solutions 


currently being rolled out—satellite delivery, cable modem, and ADSL. ADSL service is high-speed Internet access over standard phone 


lines. | can't tell you what technical magic is behind ADSL, but | can relate my experience with it. 


Once you place your order directly through BellSouth, the technicians come to install the lines (you need a working computer for this 


stage and more importantly, you need to be in one of the select areas that provides ADSL service). An ADSL circuit connects ADSL digital 


modems on each end of the phone line to create a high-speed downstream channel, a medium speed upstream channel and a voice 


channel.

Last winter has been one of the nicest SUMMERS I've spent in North Carolina with temperatures in the 60s and 70s so many days. So, this 
hardly feels like spring. But for VHF propagation, it is. That means a return to the "morning band opening" phenomenon on VHF and UHF, 


as well as the occasional all-day spectacular. 


VHF band openings are a two-edged sword. It’s a lot of fun to listen and talk through repeaters two or three hundred miles away on a band 
that normally limits you to 50 miles or so, but repeaters are coordinated for "normal" band conditions and during band openings, they 
appear to be too close together. Mobiles operating through a repeater in one city will also key up and perhaps interfere with users of a 


repeater on the same frequency in a city 200 miles away. 


Patience, courtesy and a good understanding of what's happening can help tip the balance to the "fun" side. Run low power to talk through 


your local machine. Use a low, indoor antenna from your base station, or use a beam to control your signal. And most importantly, be 


tolerant of other signals "interfering" with your local repeater. Keep in mind that it isn't malicious.
